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Romulus awaits 
airport strike

Surprisingly with North¬ 
west Airlines pilots planning 
to begin a potentially long and 
costly strike next week (Aug. 
29), little emotion seems to 
have infected Romulus resi¬ 
dents to date...partially from 
the feeling that President Clin¬ 
ton may soon step into the la¬ 
bor dispute. 

Clinton - who was knee 
deep in a serious political 
crisis of his own on Monday - 
has received letters of concern 
over the potential strike from 
Michigan’s Gov. John Engler 
and governors of five other 
states that would be seriously 
hurt by such an airline strike. 

Engler’s press aide John 
Truscott said if the strike does 
occur, Michigan businesses 
could lose tens of millions of 
dollars, depending on the 
length of the strike. 

Truscott revealed Engler 
had already met with North¬ 
west officials and planned to 
talk with pilots in the next two 
weeks. 

Engler apparently is also 
stressing with leaders that the 
state was bitten earlier this 
summer by the extended Gen¬ 
eral Motors strike, and the 
Northwest strike could impact 
the state and many more resi¬ 
dents even more severely than 
the auto strike. 

There were strong hopes 
Clinton would act this week, 
since other airlines at Detroit 
Metro Airport could not suc¬ 
cessfully pick up the 80 per¬ 
cent of the passenger and 
carrier business that North¬ 
west now handles here. 

More disturbing was the re¬ 
port that while talks between 
Northwest and the pilots re¬ 
sumed Monday -- there also 
were expectations of a “long 
strike” expressed by both 
sides. 

Claims were made by North¬ 
west that $3 billion had been 
amassed in preparation for a 
possible strike of up to 300 
days. 

At the same time, airline pi¬ 
lots reportedly have put to¬ 
gether a $60- million fund to 
pay pilots’ strike benefits. 

While Romulus Mayor Will¬ 
iam Oakley said a strike by the 
more than 6,000 Northwest pi¬ 
lots would “be devastating” to 
the city as well as Michigan, he 
admits that no business offi¬ 
cials had called him to voice 
concern over the airport dis¬ 
ruption as of last Monday. 

Likewise Larry Williams, 
president of the Greater Ro¬ 
mulus Chamber of Commerce, 
said the strike issue was not 
raised at the most recent 
chamber board meeting. 

Obviously one of che indus¬ 
tries that could be hit the heav¬ 
iest with the pending strike -- 
is the hotel industry. 

Many of the Romulus-based 
hotels are still working on 
their strategy for next week, 
but a spokeswoman for Days 
Inn on Middlebelt road re¬ 
vealed that Northwest man¬ 
agement officers have booked 
108 rooms for five nights reli- 
vant to the strike deadline 
time. Days Inn has a total of 
127 rooms. 

Another commercial field 
that will be heavily impacted 
by an airline strike is the 
travel industry. 

Gary Sampson Jr., son of the 
owner of Adventure Travel, 
said the pending strike is al¬ 
ready having an impact on 
area residents’ travel plans - 
but Northwest is vowing to 
take care of its customers 
whether a strike occurs or not.

“They are having us tell the 
customers that in the event of 
a strike Northwest will give re¬ 
bates or make efforts to switch 
passengers to other flights 
when possible,” Sampson said. 

Business has slowed down a 
bit because of the Northwest 
pending strike - but everyone 
is feeling there is too much at 
stake for everyone for it to hap¬ 
pen or for it to last very long if 
a strike does occur, he said. 

Other businesses that will 
take heavy hits will be the air¬ 
port parking lots, service sta¬ 
tions who rely on airport 
travelers heavily for their 
business and off airport res¬ 
taurants. 

The timing of the strike 
could be adverse for college 
students and business trav¬ 
elers and could hurt North¬ 
west Airlines bragging rights 
to non-stop flights to China and 
Japan.

In the meantime, Wayne 
County officials are gearing up 
in case the strike kicks off next 
week, by transferring 20 air¬ 
port administrators into the 
airport floors themselves to 
act as service agents for Metro 
travelers. 

At the current time 15 
green-vested personnel ser¬ 
vice travelers at the airport. 

These persons provide trav¬ 
elers with information on al¬ 
ternate flight services, hotel 
reservations and types of 
ground transportation (buses, 
taxis, rental vehicles) that are 
currently available. 

It is expected that a strike 
could add to the workload of 
Wayne County Sheriff’s offi¬ 
cers stationed at the airport. 

One sidelight to airport 
news this past week was the 
announcement by Airport Di¬ 
rector David Katz that 1,800 
parking spaces would be ad¬ 
ded to Metro Airport by Nov. 1 
(in plenty of time for the 
Thanksgiving- Christmas-New 
Years holiday seasons).

Michigan Truck Plant 
workers are so proud of their 
Expedition and Lincoln Navi¬ 
gator assembly lines that 
they’re eager to pick up their 
new plant jackets. 

“We’re getting jackets for 
winning an award from J.D. 
Power,” said Lance Bryan, of 
Westland, a relief worker at 
the plant. 

The Michigan Truck Plant, 
which employs 4,200 workers 
in the Wayne, Westland, and 
Canton areas, won the 1998 
Bronze award from J.D. Power 
for producing the third best 
quality overall and the highest 
quality for any truck plant in 
North America. 

J.D. Power III, chairman of 
J.D. Power and Associates, 
presented the award today to 
Plant Manager Mike Mc¬ 
Carney, UAW Local 900 Presi¬ 
dent Jeff Washington and UAW

plant. 

“We added jobs, jobs, jobs 
and we protect the consumer,” 
said a delighted McCarney, 
who led the celebration. 

“We’re the best in the this 


world and any other world,” 
said Jefferson. 

Though it was hot inside the 
plant, employees crowded the 
stage and loudly cheered dur¬ 
ing the ceremonies.

Award was announced as part 
of the June Initial Quality 
Study (IQS2) by J.D. Power and 
Associates.

Ford House shows off historic gardens 


The fascinating life and gar¬ 
den designs of one of the early 
twentieth century’s most im¬ 
portant landscape architects 
will be presented this fall in 
the exhibition The Gardens of 
Ellen Biddle Shipman 
1869-1950. The exhibition will 
be on view at the Activities 
Center at Edsel & Eleanor 
Ford House from September 
12 through November 29,1998. 
Over 70 photographs, draw¬ 
ings, and plans have been se¬ 
lected to chronicle the 
accomplishments of the wo¬ 
man who earned renown as 
“the best flower garden maker 
in America.” 

The exhibition is presented 
by the Parrish Art Museum in 
Southampton, New York and is 
organized by the Library of 
American Landscape History 
in Amherst, Massachusetts 
with support from the Na¬ 
tional Endowment for the Arts. 

As a special feature of the 
exhibition, Edsel & Eleanor 
Ford House will create an in¬ 
stallation that will include se¬ 
lected photographs and plans 
of Shipman’s work in Grosse 
Pointe from the Cornell Uni¬ 
versity Archives. Grosse 
Pointe was home of Shipman’s 
largest client list where she 
created the original designs 
for Lake Shore Road, the Alger 
House (now the Grosse Pointe 
War Memorial), and Rose Ter¬ 
race. 

Shipman designed during 
the decades of the American 
Country Place Era (1895-1935). 
This was a period of unprece¬ 
dented wealth in the United 
States when thousands of new 
homes and gardens were being 
constructed across the coun¬ 
try. At the time of her death, 
Ellen Biddle Shipman had 
constructed over 650 land¬ 
scape designs in di verse sites 

ranging from Long Island’s 
Gold Coast to Washington 
State. Though she considered 
gardening “the most demo¬ 
cratic of the arts,” her most im¬ 
portant clients included such 
wealthy industrialists as the 
Fords, Seiberlings, and the d>’ 



Ponts. 

As an active woman in the 
profession, Shipman trained 
and provided employment op¬ 
portunities for many success¬ 
ful designers in her all- female 
New York City office. She be¬ 
gan her career in 1910 after the 
breakup of her marriage to 
Louis Shipman. As a single 
parent, she was eager to estab¬ 
lish herself, but found many 
obstacles in a profession domi¬ 
nated by men. Though she did 
not have the advantage of for¬ 
mal professional training or 
traveling abroad, Shipman 
gained her early design experi¬ 
ence working with the noted ar¬ 
chitect Charles Platt, a neighbor 
in the artists’ colony of Cornish, 
New Hampshire. It was in this 
inspired atmosphere that she 
absorbed the imagery, hor¬ 
ticultural expertise and design 
sophistication that would char¬ 


acterize her distinctive style.

Mildred Evans is alive and well 


A week doesn't go by without a reader asking me: 
“What ever happened to Mildred Evans?” 

Mildred is the 87-year-old Westland woman who 
regularly spoke at Westland City Council meetings 
until c\ combination of local government officials 
and agencies “helped” her into a mental ward at a 
geriatric hospital for a month and a half. 

While short on tact and long on wind when criti¬ 
cizing the council, nobody can imagine frail old Mil¬ 
dred hurting a fly 

Mildred’s main complaints were about sewer 
backup problems in her apartment and suspicions 
that corruption and favoritism flourish in West¬ 
land’s government neither beliefs grounds for com¬ 
mitment 

While there’s no proof that Westland’s officials 
are any better or worse than other government offi¬ 
cial - or any better or worse than the citizens - Mil¬ 
dred wasn't the only resident to complain about 
flooding In fact the city recently set aside $100,000 
to fix citywide flooding problems. 

I suspect that Mildred’s complaints, or the indeli¬ 
cate way she expressed them, were in someway re¬ 
lated to her fade-out Most people who ask me about 
Mildred share my suspicion. 

As previously reported here, Mildred was hauled 
out of her apartment and accused of making threat¬ 
ening statements about Westland officials to Con¬ 
gresswoman Lynn Rivers’s office - as if the threats 
were serious. (Mildred later denied making any 
threats.)

region of the country. Each center 
will serve as a cultural hub for its 
region with a mission of broaden¬ 
ing public awareness of, access to 
and participation in the humani¬ 
ties. I am certain that these cen¬ 
ters can provide wisdom and vi¬ 
sion for all Americans. 

Among the types of activities 
the centers can undertake are 
course development in regional 
studies at all levels of education;

Cobb hit over .380 nine years 
and had compiled a lifetime 
batting average of .367.

If you have time, go down to 
the library and pick out a Ty 
Cobb biography, and read it. 
You’ll discover he also was one 
of.the most controversial 
players who ever played this 
fascinating game.

Earlier this year Lofton was 
hit by Johnson on two consecu¬ 
tive pitches and refuses to hit 
against Johnson. Yet, he makes 
about $3 million a year.

Waltz: The same thing that 
was wrong with them last year, 
and the year before - the team 
lacks pitching. And, these 
days, without pitching you just 
ain’t going to make it or go any¬ 
where.

Who was the greatest softball 
home run hitter of all times? 

Waltz: In my book, it will al¬ 
ways be Carl Collins, of the Lit¬ 
tle Caesar’s championship 
teams. Collins belted eight 
consecutive home runs in 
eight times at-bat in the 1970s 
in a ASA World’s Tournament 
in Parma, Ohio (1967). Then, 
with the bases loaded, on Col¬ 
lins’ ninth trip to the plate, the 
opposition decided to inten¬ 
tionally walk him rather than 
allow him to slug another one 
out of the ball park. I can still 
hear the fans booing the 
pitcher on that one. I have 
time (and space) for just one 
more question. 

Reader: Can you give us any¬ 
thing on the greatest pitcher 
who was considered too small 
to play pro when he came to the 
Big Leagues? 

Waltz: Back in the 1952, 
Bobby Shantz, of the then Phil¬ 
adelphia As, posted a 25-7 re¬ 
cord for the last place A’s, and 
would you believe he also was 
voted the Most Valuable that 
year? Shantz was a left-hander 
who stood five-foot and 
weighed a mere 139 pounds. 

I’ve always said that it isn’t 
the size or weight of the ath¬ 
lete that counts, but the heart.

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Arbor Drugs to replace 
landmark restaurant

The Tin Lizzie Restaurant’s 
days are numbered. A brand 
new 10,972 square foot Arbor 
Drugs with a drive-thru is 
scheduled to be constructed 
on the landmark restaurant’s 
site. 

The drive-thru, which will 
be on the back side of the 
building, will be primarily 
used for pharmaceutical pur 
poses. “You won’t be able to 
get a bag of chips or candy," 
said Michael Lippett, repre 
sentative for Arbor Drugs, at 
last week’s Van Buren Towns¬ 
hip planning commission 
meeting, “It’ll mainly cater to 
the elderly who don't want to 
get out of their ears and for 
mothers and those who are too 
sick to enter the store.” 

The window will be on the 
east side of the brick building 
shrouded from neighbors by a 
six-foot concrete wall. “The 
wall will effectively cover and 
block out any headlights from 
people using the drive-thru,” 


said Lippett, 

Another concern from resi¬ 
dents was the decibel level of 
the drive-thru speaker box. “A 
couple of things will be done 
about that,’’ said Lippett. 
“Large trees will line the back 
wall to help absorb and muffle 
the sound from the box. We 
also did a study on decibel 
levels and found that at our 
property line the sound of our 
box will hardly be heard, if at 
all." . 

An Issue that the drugstore 
is still mulling over is the 
thought of a shared access 
with the Big Boy Restaurant 
next door, “We’re still thinking 
about that one," said Lippett. 

The next planning commis¬ 
sion meeting will be Septem¬ 
ber 10 at 7:30 p.m. at township 
hall.
